To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Potters  Bar  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  herewith  my  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1955*  It  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  pattern  of  the  Vital  Statistics  varies  little  from 
previous  years  -  the  Birth  Rate  at  13«1  is  slightly  lower  than 
that  of  1954  and  again  is  less  than  that  of  the  country  as  a 
whole.  The  Death  Rate  -  %0  -  is  rather  higher  than  last  year 
but  is  more  favourable  than  the  rates  for  Middlesex  or  the  whole 
country.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  which  is  often  regarded 
as  an  index  to  the  general  state  of  public  health,  again  shows  a 
reduction  and  at  8*3  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rates  for 
the  county  and  England  and  Wales,  The  table  on  page  7  displays 
the  continued  fall  during  the  last  few  years. 

1955  was  a  "measles"  year  and  the  537  notifications  received 
were  the  highest  ever  recorded  in  this  district.  Excepting 
Measles,  however,  infectious  disease  notifications  were  veiy  low. 
Details  of  the  3  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  are  given  on  page  23. 

As  I  anticipated  in  the  introduction  to  the  1954  Report  the 
attention  devoted  to  supervision  of  food  supplies  and  premises 
in  the  year  under  review  was  reduced  and  although,  in  all  the 
circumstances,  the  level  of  supervision  is  not  dangerously  low, 
it  should  not  be  reduced  further.  The  figures  on  page  22 
showing  the  improvement  in  Ice  Cream  sample  results  indicate 
what  can  be  done  by  regular  visiting,  sampling  and  advising. 

The  renewed  activity  in  Housing  is  welcome  and  bearing  in 
mind  the  small  establishment  of  the  Public  Health  staff,  I 
think  an  excellent  start  has  been  made  on  the  Councils 
programme  to  deal  with  unfit  property. 

I  must  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
and  assistance  given  by  all  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  and  especially  the  detailed  work  carried  out  by 
Mr.  Rooley  and  Mr.  Rixson  in  their  usual  efficient  manner.

Section  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 


The  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Council  deals  with 
most  of  the  matters  relating  to  Public  Health.  Certain 
functions  of  the  Department,  however,  are  specifically 
referred  to  other  Committees  -  for  example,  work  covered  by 
the  Shops  Act  and  Petroleum  Acts  is  dealt  with  by  the  General 
Purposes  Committee,  and  all  housing  matters,  including  action 
taken  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  Slum  Clearance,  are  the 
concern  of  the  Housing  Committee.

Both  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  whole -time  officers,  are 
qualified  Meat  and  Food  Inspectors,  and  possess  the  Diploma 
in  Sanitary  Science  as  applied  to  Buildings  and  Public  Works. 

The  Senior  Inspector  holds  the  additional  appointments 
of  Inspector  under  the  Shops  Act  and  Petroleum  Acts,  and 
Housing  Manager.  The  Additional  Inspector  is  also  Assistant 
Shops  Act  Inspector.  Both  are  appointed  officers  under 
various  minor  enactments  such  as  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  Fire¬ 
guards  Act,  etc. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


As  in  previous  years,  the  laboratory  work  of  the  Council 
was  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
usually  at  the  Hertford  or  Colindale  Laboratories.

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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


The  Ambulance  Service  is  operated  by  the  Middlesex 
County  Council  and  vehicles  are  kept  at  various  stations 
throughout  the  County,  At  the  present  time  no  vehicles 
operate  from  the  Fire  and  Ambulance  Station,  Mutton  Lane,

Miss  M,M,  Palmer  of  1,  Frowyke  Crescent,  South  Mirams 
and  Miss  P.  Savage  of  AO,  Oakmere  Avenue,  Potters  Bar  are 
registered  midwives;  Mrs,  Davidson  and  Mrs,  Wilkinson  of 
255,  Mutton  Lane  are  Queen’s  Nursing  Sisters, 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS  . 

There  are  two  clinics  -  one  at  the  Village  Hall,  High 
Street,  Potters  Bar,  and  one  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  Mutton 
Lane,  Both  these  centres  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Area  Health  Committee,  and  give  facilities  for  ante-natal, 
maternity  and  child  welfare  and  dental  services, 

HOSPITALS 


There  are  three  hospitals  within  the  district  -  Potters 
Bar  and  District  Hospital,  Mutton  Lane,  the  Clare  Hall 
Hospital  at  South  Mimms,  and  the  Pawling  Home  for  Children 
at  Kitts  End,  The  first  two  are  controlled  by  the  Barnet 
Group  Hospital  Management  Committee, 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  which  require  removal  to 
hospital  are  normally  sent  to  Coppett’s  Wood  Hospital. 

The  Chest  Clinic  for  the  Potters  Bar  area  is  held  at 
Clare  Hall. 


Section  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Barnet  District  Water 
Company,  and  all  houses  have  a  mains  supply.  Samples  from 
mains  in  the  distinct  were  submitted  regularly  to  independent 
analysts,  64  samples  were  examined  bacteriologically  and 
34  chemically,  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition  2038  samples  were  examined  in  the  Company’s 
laboratory  -  1734  bacteriological  and  284  chemical  examina¬ 
tions,  Of  the  1754,  1360  were  representative  of  supply  and 
of  these  1353  or  99*5^  were  found  to  be  free  from  B.Coli 
Type  1  in  100  m.1. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


On  the  sewerage  system  and  the  disposal  works,  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  reports  as  follows 

"A  strict  routine  of  inspection  and  careful  maintenance 
has  ensured  that  soil  and  surface  water  systems  functioned  as 
efficiently  as  possible  and  without  undue  problems. 

Schemes  for  new  lengths  of  sewers  already  approved  by 
the  Council  are  in  course  of  construction  or  completed,  and 
others  are  scheduled  for  starting  next  year.  This  will  in 
no  small  way  meet  the  demands  made  by  the  rapidly  growing 
district. 

Increasing  care  has  been  necessary  in  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  both  Potters  Bar  and  South  Mimms  Sewage  Dispo¬ 
sal  Works. 

The  mounting  housing  development  is  again  particularly 
reflected  in  the  working  of  the  Potters  Bar  Works. " 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  Council  reports 

"Within  the  terms  of  the  Councils  Contract,  refuse 
collection  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  problem  of  the 
increased  "lifts"  of  refuse  caused  by  housing  development  has 
been  successfully  dealt  with. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  Waste  Paper  has  continued 
on  an  assured  market,  but  with  some  price  variations#" 

SWIMMING  POOL 


The  only  Swimming  Pool  in  the  district  is  attached  to  the 
San  Marina  Restaurant  at  South  Mimms,  and  is  privately  owned# 

Unfortunately  the  proprietors  did  not  arrange  for  the 
Pool  to  be  in  use  during  1955* 

FACTORIES  ACTS  1937  and  1%8 

In  accordance  with  Section  128  of  the  Factories  Act, 1937 > 
particulars  of  factories  and  action  taken  under  the  Act  have 
been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service.

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REPORT  OP  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  following  pages  comprise  my  Report  for  the  year 
1955  and.  it  will  he  seen  that  the  Council’s  activities  in 
the  field  of  Housing  were  greatly  intensified*  As  en¬ 
visaged  in  last  year’s  Report,  however,  duties  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  supervision  of  food  premises  were  correspon¬ 
dingly  less, and  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  rate  of 
growth  of  the  district  is  increasing  and  there  are  more 
shops,  more  factories,  more  houses  and  people  each  year, 
it  is  obvious  that  equal  attention  cannot  he  given  to 
every  branch  of  public  health  work.  However,  now  that 
the  Slum  Clearance  programme  is  under  way  it  is  hoped 
that  more  intensive  work  can  be  resumed  in  connection 
with  other  duties. 

The  new  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  became  law  in  1955  and 
although  the  Regulations  made  there-under  are  not  opera¬ 
tive  until  1956  it  is  known  that  the  new  provisions  are 
much  more  comprehensive  and  will  take  up  more  time  than 
previously. 

For  the  first  time  for  very  many  years  the  Council 
was  obliged  to  institute  Court  Proceedings  against  a 
local  food  trader  and  details  of  the  case  are  given 
later. 

During  the  year  the  Council  reviewed  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Department  and  an  additional  adult  assistant 
was  engaged.  Although  his  duties  are  mainly  concerned 
with  Housing  Management,  his  presence  has  helped  to  re¬ 
duce  arrears  of  work.  A  Junior  Clerk  was  also  engaged 
but  unfortunately  this  post  became  vacant  after  a  few 
months  and  at  the  time  of  writing  it  has  proved  impossible 
to  attract  ary  applicants. 

The  increase  in  Rodent  Control  work  does  not,  I 
think,  indicate  any  deterioration  in  the  general  position, 
but  reflects  an  increasing  awareness  of  the  problem  on  the 
part  of  householders.  Treatment  at  domestic  premises  is 
carried  out  on  payment  of  a  nominal  charge  only. 
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All  members  of  the  Department  have,  as  usual,  given 
loyal  and  conscientious  service  to  the  Council  throughout 
the  year  and  I  would  add  my  thanks  to  those  of  Dr,  Outram 
for  their  support.  In  particular  I  would  mention 
Mr*  Rixson  who  has  cheerfully  worked  longer  hours  than 
normally  throughout  the  year. 

Finally,  may  I  point  out  that  the  form  of  this  Report 
differs  from  that  of  recent  Reports.  In  the  interests  of 
economy,  stencilled  pages  replace  print  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  new  form  meets  with  approval.  As  previously,  the 
Report  has  been  sectionalised  to  show  the  Department’s 
activities  under  main  headings,  but  I  think  it  will  be 
appreciated  that  it  would  be  quite  impossible  to  refer  to 
every  subject  which  is  dealt  with  in  the  Department.

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HOUSING 


Sim  Clearance 

1955  was  the  first  post  war  year  when  the  work  of  dealing 
with  unfit  property  was  revived  on  a  serious  scale.  As  men¬ 
tioned  in  last  year's  report,  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954  required  the  submission  of  the  Council's  proposals, 
and  following  the  preliminary  inspections  commenced  in  1954 
and  continued  in  the  early  part  of  this  year  the  Council 
notified  the  Ministry  that  it  was  proposed  to  deal  with 
approximately  85  houses  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936  with  a  view  to  their  demolition.  This  number,  of 
course ,  would  be  spread  over  a  period  of  5  years,  but  during 
1955  14  houses  were  in  fact  demolished  and,  where  necessaiy, 

the  tenants  were  rehoused  in  Council  accommodation. 

Repair 

In  addition  to  procedure  under  Section  11,  inspections 
under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  and  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts  were  carried  out.  Under  Section  9,  complete 
surveys  were  made  at  41  houses  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  25 
of  these  had  been  rendered  fit.  A  further  24  houses  were 
dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  in  connection  with 
specific  items  of  disrepair  and/or  nuisance,  usually  following 
complaint,  and  in  22  cases  defects  were  remedied  during  the 
year.  These  figures  do  not  include  those  properties  which 
were  dealt  with  for  such  items  sis  choked  drainage,  etc. ,  and 
particulars  of  these  will  be  found  in  the  table  at  the  end  of 
the  report. 

Improvement  Grants 

Several  enquiries  regarding  Improvement  Grants  were  re¬ 
ceived  but  most  of  these  were  not  proceeded  with  by  the  owner 
although  in  some  cases  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  prelimin¬ 
ary  surveys  in  addition  to  advising  applicants.  In  all,  the 
number  of  visits  associated  with  these  grants  amounted  to  168* 
In  spite  of  the  attractive  financial  provisions  of  the  Grants 
it  seems  that  most  owners  are  not  prepared  to  go  to  the  trouble 
of  preparing  and  submitting  an  application  and  complying  with 
the  terms  of  the  Act.  In  addition  to  the  details  shown  in 
the  following  summary,  two  informal  applications  were  refused

Housing  Management 


During  the  year  the  Council  conpleted  35  new  dwellings 
but  26  units  of  requisitioned  accommodation  were  released. 
This  latter  figure  includes  Darke s  Lodge  Halfway  House,  thus 
leaving  the  Council  with  only  two  properties  for  emergency 
use.  Twelve  families  were  housed  from  properties  demolished 
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under  the  Housing  Acts.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that 
little  new  accommodation  was  available  for  families  from  the 
waiting  list  but  because  of  casual  vacancies,  it  was  possible 
to  house  43  applicants  in  addition  to  occupiers  of  requisi¬ 
tioned  properties  and  demolished  houses. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  carried  out  a 
thorough  review  of  its  building  programme  and  its  commitments 
for  rehousing,  and  as  a  result  decided  to  revise  the  Points 
Scheme  with  a  view  to  placing  greater  emphasis  on  housing 
need.  The  waiting  list  was  divided  into  three  categories 
and  each  applicant  was  notified  of  his  prospects  of  being 
offered  accommodation.  The  list  at  the  end  of  the  year 
totalled  467  “  an  increase  of  about  30  during  the  year. 

In  December  the  Council  decided  to  introduce  a  Differen¬ 
tial  Rents  Scheme  to  operate  from  April  1st,  1956. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
FOOD  HYG-IENE 

As  a  result  of  increasing  pressure  of  work,  particularly 
in  connection  with  housing  and  slum  clearance,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  give  the  supervision  desirable  to  this  important 
branch  of  Public  Health  administration. 

During  the  year  under  review  220  visits  were  made  to  the 
various  food  premises,  vehicles,  etc.,  in  which  food  is  pre¬ 
pared,  stored  or  sold,  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  and  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  were  being  observed. 
This  figure  shows  a  marked  decline  on  the  previous  years' 
visits  of  316  in  1954  and  474  in  1953,  the  reasons  for  which 
have  already  been  given.  During  1956,  however,  it  is  hoped 
to  make  up  to  some  extent  these  arrears  in  the  supervision  of 
the  food  supply.  With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  long 
awaited  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula¬ 
tions,  1955  a  complete  new  survey  of  all  food  establishments 
becomes  urgent,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  during  1956  to 
cany  out  that  survey  and  to  bring  food  premises,  vehicles, 
etc, ,  up  to  the  standard  envisaged  in  this  new  food  legisla¬ 
tion,  This  measure,  however,  can  be  considered  only  part  of 
the  ultimate  target  of  ensuring  a  clean  food  supply.  Perhaps 
the  greater  problem  is  to  ensure  personal  cleanliness,  hygienic 
habits  and  an  elementary  knowledge  of  food  bacteriology  among 
food  handlers.  This  is  a  difficult  task  for  several  reasons, 
not  least  of  which  is  the  problem  created  by  the  constant 
change  of  employees  in  that  industiy.  However,  it  is  felt 
that  much  can  be  achieved  by  personal  contact  and  advice,  but 
this  means  regular  and  not  infrequent  visits  to  food  establish¬ 
ments,  a  duty  at  times  most  difficult  to  carry  out  by  reason 
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of  pressing  demands  in  other  fields  of  Public  Health  admini¬ 
stration.

FOOD  HAWKERS 

In  September,  1955  the  Council  passed  a  resolution  that 
the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council  Act, 
1950  should  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  195&. 

These  provisions  provide  for  the  registration  by  the  local 
authority  of  all  persons  who  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale 
apy  food  from  a  cart,  barrow  or  other  vehicle,  or  any  basket, 
pail,  tray  or  other  receptacle;  also  for  the  registration  of 
premises  used  for  the  storage  of  food  in  connection  therewith. 

ICE-CREAM 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  two  premises  in  which 
ice-cream  was  manufactured,  and  in  each  case  the  "heat  treated" 
process  was  employed. 

One  new  application  for  registration  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream  was  approved  during  1955,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  37  premises  registered#

It  will  be  observed  that  although  the  number  of  ice-cream 
samples  taken  during  the  last  2  years  has  been  considerably 
reduced,  the  standard  of  purity  has  remained  high.  It  is 
felt,  however,  that  ary  further  reduction  in  the  number  of 
samples  taken  would  be  unwise,  and  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  continue  sampling  at  the  1955  level  unless  results  suggest 
more  frequent  sampling  to  be  desirable. 
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POOD  POISONING 


During  1955,  there  was  one  family  outbreak  of  Pood  Poison¬ 
ing  notified  which  involved  three  adults*  After  investigation 
and  the  collection  and  examination  of  various  samples  of  food 
and  specimens  from  the  patients  no  definite  conclusions  could 
be  drawn  as  to  the  organism  responsible  for  the  outbreak  or  the 
food  causing  the  illness.  It  was  felt,  however,  from  the 
evidence  available  that  a  toxin  was  probably  responsible  for 
the  symptoms,  and  the  food  most  likely  to  have  caused  the  ill¬ 
ness,  cold  rabbit.  All  patients  recovered  after  24  hours1 
illness, 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 


On  the  27th  July,  1955  at  Barnet  Magistrates'  Court 
proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 
against  a  local  butcher  for  (a)  having  in  his  possession  for 
the  purpose  of  sale  meat  which  was  intended  for  but  unfit  for 
human  consumption  and  (b)  failing  to  take  steps  to  prevent  the 
risk  of  contamination  of  food.  The  charge  under  (a)  was 
dismissed  by  the  Magistrates  but  the  defendant  was  fined  £20 
for  a  conviction  tinder  (b). 

MILK  SUPPLY 

During  1955  ,  70  samples  of  the  various  designated  milks 
were  taken  from  retailers  trading  in  the  district.  All  were 
satisfactory  except  one  of  Pasteurised  milk  which  failed  the 
Phosphatase  Test,  After  investigations  at  the  Pasteurising 
Plant  no  explanation  for  the  failure  was  found  but  "repeat" 
samples  were  satisfactory. 

There  were  8  Dealers1  and  9  Supplementary  licences  to  sell 
designated  milks  in  force  in  1955*

As  in  previous  years  the  methods  of  eradication  employed 
vrere  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food.  During  the  year  under  review, 
however,  more  use  was  made  of  Warfarin  with  good  results.

Inspection  duties  under  the  Shops  Act  are  usually  com¬ 
bined  with  those  under  other  headings  carried  out  at  shop 
premises  but  many  enquiries  are  dealt  with,  usually  in 
connection  with  hours  of  closing,  Sunday  Trading  etc. 

At  the  present  time  25  premises  are  licensed  for  the 
storage  of  Itetroleura  Spirit.  In  recent  years  there  has  been 
a  steady  increase  in  this  number  and  when  applications  for 
new  licenses  are  made,  it  is  necessaiy  for  thorough  inspec¬ 
tions  and  testing  of  tanks,  etc.,  to  be  carried  out.
